7. I attended the Supergrade Review Board meeting: 

a. The approval of promotion of Mr. of ONE and 

of NPIC to GS-16 was approved. I finally had to go along with 25X1 A9A 

promotion but did gain recognition that at least the Chiefs of Support of the 
EE and FE Divisions warrant a GS-16 grade and that there may be a num- 
ber of others . 

b. It was also agreed that we should re-examine our entire supergrade 
structure, particularly in consideration of the fact that the new Administra- 
tion is granting some new positions to other agencies and because Emmett 
Echols feels that we are considerably below the Foreign Service. This re- 
port is to be prepared as soon as possible, and each Deputy Director agreed 
to give the Personnel people making this study some of their personal time 
to assist in this evaluation. 

c. It was also agreed that we should eliminate the "temporary" pro- 
motions to supergrades and that we should leave the regulations unchanged. 

(The Director confirmed this at the Deputies' Meeting the following day. 

However, I want to examine the regulation with Larry Houston and see 
whether or not it is necessary to leave the "temporary" in our regulation. 

I must also tell Emmett Echols how to handle this particular problem.) 

d. I recommended that the Efficiency Task Force, which has been 
chaired by Mr . Kirkpatrick and which has not accomplished anything that 
I know of in the two years of its existence, be abolished. There was no 
disagreement, so I assume that it can be considered as abolished.
